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(Additional  Information) 


Sewerage  and  lev/age  Disposal. 

Approximately  94%  of  the  houses  in  the  area  are  3ewered.  A 
scheme  for  the  sewering  of  42  houses  (Tyllwyd-Frimrose  3ank  Scheme)  has 
been  submitted  to  the  Minister  for  approval  and  a further  scheme  for 
sewering  approximately  30  houses  in  the  Taillwyd  area  of  Neath  Abbey  is 
being  examined. 

The  remaining  properties  are  in  the  main  physically  and/or 
economically  incapable  of  being  connected  to  a sev/erage  system. 

In  the  southern  part  of  the  Council’s  area,  i.e.,  the  Parishes  of 
Coedffranc,  Dyffryn  Clydach,  Blaenhonddan  and  Tonna,  sewerage  is 
discharged  into  the  tidal  River  Neath.  In  the  remainder  of  the  area  it 
is  discharged  into  treatment  works  at  Rhigos,  Cwr.gwrach,  Aesolven,  Clyne 
and  Srynant  from  whence  the  treated  effluent  enters  the  Rivers  Meath  and 
Dulais.  These  treatment  works  are,  at  present,  in  good  order.

TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
NEATH  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1961.  It  has  been  compiled  in  accordance  with  Circular  1/62  Wales 
issued  by  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health. 

POPULATION. 

The  preliminary  census  population  for  1961  is  40,783,  which  can  be  com- 
pared with  the  Registrar  General’s  estimated  population  for  the  same  year  of 
40,800.  Thus,  there  has  been  a drop  in  the  population  of  over  700  since  last  year. 

BIRTH  RATE. 

The  birth  rate  is  calculated  on  the  number  of  live  births  per  thousand  of 
the  population  and  for  this  year  the  rate  is  15.49.  This  is  the  highest  rate 
for  over  10  years,  and  a considerable  increase  over  1960,  when  it  was  14.1  the 
lowest  ever  recorded. 

DEATH  RATE 

There  were  490  deaths  in  the  area  during  1961,  and  these  were  made  up  of 
280  males  and  200  females,  and  this  gave  a death  rate  of  12.01  per  thousand  of 
the  population  and  this  again  was  the  highest  for  ten  years.  329  Deaths  out  of 
the  490  were  in  persons  over  65  years  of  age. 

Diseases  of  the  heart  and  blood  vessels  were  responsible  for  the  death  of  248 
persons  out  of  490  deaths  recorded.  Cancer  of  the  various  organs  was  certified 
in  77  persons.  Out  of  these  77  cases,  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  claimed 
10  males  and  1 female.  Diseases  of  the  respiratory  system  including  pneumonia 
was  certified  in  64  cases. 

MATERNAL  MORTALITY. 

Although  it  has  been  usual  to  report  that  no  mother  died  during  the  year 
as  a result  of  childbirth,  it  is  with  a great  deal  of  pleasure  that  I do  so-  again  this 
year.  For  I can  so  easily  remember  that  it  has  not  always  been  so.  The  care 
taken  of  the  expectant  mothers  during  the  ante-natal  and  the  natal  and  post- 
natal periods,  is  in  my  opinion  the  chief  reason  for  the  results  we  are  now  so 
proud  of. 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  is  calculated  on  the  number  of  infants  per 
thousand  live  births  who  die  before  reaching  the  age  of  1 year.  This  year  16 
infants  died  at  various  intervals  from  10  minutes  after  birth  up  to  3 months. 
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This  gives  us  the  infantile  mortality  rate  of  25  per  thousand  live  births.  The  high 
figure  is  disappointing  after  the  very  low  rate  recorded  for  1960.  But  when  the 
deaths  are  analysed  10  out  of  the  16  deaths  were  due  to  conditions  such  as 
prematurity  and  congenital  deformities,  the  cause  of  which  is  at  present  not 
known. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

MEASLES. — During  the  early  months  of  the  year  we  had  a sharp  outbreak 
of  measles  when  529  cases  were  notified  to  the  department.  Fortunately  the  out- 
break was  of  a mild  type  with  few  complications  recorded.  There  were  no 
deaths. 

DIPHTHERIA. — One  case  of  diphtheria  was  recorded  in  a young  female. 
The  case  was  thoroughly  investigated,  all  contacts  including  the  school  contacts 
were  examined  and  swabbed  with  negative  results.  This  case  had  been  fully 
immunised  and  recovery  was  complete.  In  view  of  our  experience  in  the 
neighbouring  Authority  we  were  fortunate  in  not  having  any  further  cases  of 
diphtheria  or  of  symptomless  carriers  to  spread  the  disease. 

POLIOMYELITIS. — No  case  of  poliomyelitis  was  notified  during  1961.  It  is 
significant  that  since  our  scheme  for  poliomyelitis  vaccination  was  introduced, 
no  case  has  been  reported,  whereas  prior  to  1959  there  was  5-6  cases  annually. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Twenty-four  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  2 cases  of  Non- 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified  in  1961. 

Eleven  of  these  were  in  the  age  groups  of  15-24  years,  six  in  the  age  period 
of  25-44  years  and  six  in  the  groups  45-65  years  and  one  65  years  of  age. 

It  is  hoped  that  with  the  extension  of  our  B.C.G.  vaccination  scheme  that 
most  of  the  younger  age  groups  will  in  future  be  protected  and  I cannot  stress  too 
strongly  to  parents  to  have  their  children  immunised  against  this  disease  with  the 
B.C.G.  vaccine.  You  will  note  that  practically  half  of  the  infants  were  in  the 
age  groups  where  the  younger  element  leave  school  and  enter  the  factories,  shops 
and  other  employment.  So  the  time  to  protect  them  is  just  before  they  leave 
.school.  During  the  year  343  children  were  vaccinated  by  B.C.G.  vaccine. 

HOUSING. 

During  the  year  78  houses  and  flats  were  built  and  occupied.  There  is 
also  much  private  building  going  on  at  the  present  time  in  the  Rural  Area,  but 
the  prices  asked  for  these  houses  are,  I am  afraid,  beyond  the  reach  of  young 
•couples  who  could  desire  to  start  off  their  married  life  with  a home  of  their  own. 

You  will  recall  that  in  last  year’s  Annual  Report,  I mentioned  that  there 
were  746  names  on  the  housing  list.  Mr.  Stanford,  who  now  carries  out  a Bi- 
Annual  Survey  of  the  applicants,  reported  that  the  present  number  of  applicants 
stood  at  552,  a reduction  of  194.  A more  detailed  analysis  of  this  figure  will,  I am 
sure,  reveal  that  those  in  real  need  of  re-housing  would  reduce  this  figure  of  552 
still  further. 

Still  the  work  of  re-housing  must  go  on  for  although  67  houses  were  closed 
or  demolished  during  the  year,  there  are  many  more  that  as  a result  of  various 
defects  can  only  be  classified  as  unfit  for  human  habitation.  The  scheme  adopted

by  the  Council  some  years  ago,  was  that  houses  as  they  were  built  should  be 
allocated  in  the  ratio  of  60  per  cent-40  per  cent  for  general  needs  and  slum 
clearance. 

I am  of  the  opinion  now,  that  the  allocation  should,  in  view  of  the  reduction 
of  this  waiting  list  for  general  needs,  be  in  the  ratio  of  50  per  cent-50  per  cent. 

There  are  also  many  houses  in  the  Rural  Area  which  are  substantially  built 
and  with  a useful  life  of  very  many  years.  Yet  they  are  lacking  in  the  amenities, 
such  as  bathrooms,  indoor  toilets,  hot  water  system  etc.,  which  we  nowadays 
expect  and  which  we  look  upon  as  essential.  The  Council  are  able,  under  their 
Improvement  Grant  Scheme,  to  give  grants  up  to  50  per  cent  of  the  total  cost 
for  their  improvements.  I am  sure  that  the  Engineer  will  only  be  too  happy  to 
advise  anyone  who  desires  to  introduce  these  improvments  in  their  houses. 

NEATH  AND  DISTRICT  SPASTIC  AND  HANDICAPPED  FUND 

Before  concluding  this  report,  I would  like  to  mention  the  good  work  which 
is  being  carried  out  by  the  Committee  which  is  administering  this  fund. 

Grants  in  money  or  kind  have  been  made  during  the  year  to  the  extent  of 
£850  to  children  and  adults  who  are  handicapped  as  a result  of  congenital 
deformity,  injury  or  disease. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Council  for  their  interest  and  encouragement  during  this  year,  to  Mr.  Stanford 
and  his  staff  of  Health  Inspectors  and  to  the  two  ladies  of  my  Clerical  Staff  for 
their  loyal  assistance  during  the  year.

Infantile  Mortality.
